NOTIFICATION 

NO. TRD 28 SAEPA 2011, BENGALURU, DATED: 06-05-2015. 

WHEREAS, a Principal Reciprocal Agreement has been entered into between the Government of Karnataka and the Government of Kerala in respect of road transport services on Inter-state 
routes vide Notification No. HD 70 TMI 71, dated 29 th June 1976 and published in the Karnataka Gazette Extraordinary, dated 30 th June 1976. 

AND WHEREAS, the following four supplemental transport agreements to the main agreement were entered into between the States of Karnataka and Kerala namely 

1. Notification No. HD 60 TMI 78, dated 01-12-1982 and published in the Karnataka Gazette, dated 01-12-1982. 

2. Notification No. FTD 4.TMI.92 dated 10-12-1993 in the Karnataka Gazette extraordinary dated 10-12-1993. 

3. Notification No.HTD 42.TMI.96, dated 20-08-2001 in the Karnataka Gazette extraordinary dated 21-08-2001. 

4. Notification No.HTD 06 TMI 2003, dated 06-02-2009 in the Karnataka Gazette extraordinary dated 06-02-2009. 

AND WHEREAS, the Government of Karnataka and the Government of Kerala have agreed to enter into a further 5 th supplemental agreement under Section 88 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 
(Central Act 59 of 1988), for the purpose of operation of stage carriages on certain new Inter-state routes for operation of additional services during fairs and festivals, summer season (March 15 th to June 
15 th ) every year and during weekends to cater the needs of the travelling public on certain existing Inter-state routes, increasing of trips, variation of existing routes on single point tax and for the 
enhancement of quota of goods carriages of both the States on single point tax basis. 

NOW, THEREFORE, the draft of the proposal to enter into Fifth Supplemental Inter-state reciprocal Transport agreement between the States of Karnataka and Kerala is hereby published as 
required by sub-section (5) of Section 88 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (Central Act, 59 of 1988) for the information of all persons, to make representations and suggestions if any to the Additional Chief 
Secretary to Government, Transport Department, III Gate, M S Building, Dr. Ambedkar Veedhi, Bangalore-560001 within 30 days from the date of publications of this notification in the official gazette. 

FIFTH SUPPLEMENTAL INTER STATE AGREEMENT 

This draft Supplemental Reciprocal Transport Agreement is made between the Governor of Karnataka (thereinafter referred to as “Government of Karnataka” which expression shall unless it be 
repugnant to the context or meaning thereof, be deemed to mean and include its successors in office and assigns) represented by the Additional Chief Secretary, Transport Department, Government of 
Karnataka on the one part and the Governor of Kerala (thereinafter referred to as “Government of Kerala” which expression shall unless it be repugnant to the context or meaning thereof, be deemed to 
mean and include its successors in office and assigns) represented by the Secretary, Transport Department, Government of Kerala on the other part subject to the other conditions already included in the 
previous agreements. 

Stage Carriages 

(1) (a) The Stage Carriage Services in the Inter-state route as shown in Annexure-A shall be exclusively operated by the State Transport Undertakings of Karnataka. 

(b) The Stage Carriage Services in the Inter-state route as shown in Annexure-B shall be exclusively operated by the State Transport Undertaking of Kerala. 

(c) The number of round trips and buses as shown in Annexure-C operated by Karnataka STUs shall be increased as noted against each route. 

(d) Variation of existing routes operated by State Transport Undertakings of Karnataka given in column 2 of Annexure-D shall be varied as noted in column 10 to 16 against each route. 

(e) Details of additional services to be operated by the State Transport Undertakings of both the States in connection with Fairs and Festival seasons shall be as shown in Annexure-E in addition 

to the existing provisions. 

(f) Additional services to be operated by the State Transport Undertakings of both the States during summer season (March 15 th to June 15 th ) every year shall be as shown in Annexure-F, in 
addition to the existing provisions. 

(g) The State Transport Undertakings of both States would operate additional services during weekends (Friday to Monday) every weekend to cater to the needs of the traveling public on the 
routes as shown in Annexure-G. 
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(2) In view of the ban on night traffic in Bandipur forests, the night services (both regular stage carriages and special / additional services) of the State Transport Undertakings of both States, operated 
to various places via Mysore, Nanjangud, Gundlupet, Sulthanbathery, Kalpetta may be operated via Mysore, Hunsur, Gonikoppa, Ponnampet, Kutta, Manandwadi and Kalpetta. Similarly, the 
services operated via Mysore, Nanjangud, Gundlupet, Bandipur, Karnataka-Tamilnadu State Border, Gudalur, Kerala State Border, Perinthalmanna and Thrissur may be operated via Mysore, 
Hunsur, Gonikoppa, Ponnampet, Kutta, Manandwadi, Kalpetta, Kozhikode and Thrissur. 

(3) The vehicles of the State Transport Undertakings covered by permits as per the terms of the final agreement would be on single point tax basis 

(4) Enhancing quota for Goods Carriages : - 

Subject to the conditions of the Principal and the subsequent supplemental agreements the quota of Goods Carriages shall be enhanced by another 2000 to each states so as to fix the maximum 
quota of 5000 to both the states.

WHEREAS, a Principal Reciprocal Agreement has been entered into between the Government of Karnataka and the Government of Goa in respect of road transport services on Inter-state routes 
in Notification No. HD 133 TMI 1981, dated 30 th August 1982 and published in the Karnataka Gazette Extraordinary, dated 31 st August 1982. 

AND WHEREAS, the following five supplemental transport agreements to the main agreement were entered into between the States of Karnataka and Goa namely 

1. Notification No. FTD 135 TMI 82, dated 01-12-1984 and published in the Karnataka Gazette, dated 01-12-1984. 

2. Notification No. FTD 19 TMI 86 dated 08-04-1988 in the Karnataka Gazette extraordinary dated 08-04-1988. 

3. Notification No. FTD 3 TMI 91, dated 07-02-1994 in the Karnataka Gazette extraordinary dated 07-02-1994. 

4. Notification No. HTD 14 TMI 95, dated 11-02-2000 in the Karnataka Gazette extraordinary dated 11-02-2000. 

5. Notification No. TRD 193 TMA 2004, dated 11-04-2007 in the Karnataka Gazette extraordinary dated 11-04-2007. 

AND WHEREAS, the Government of Karnataka and the Government of Goa have agreed to enter into a further 6 th supplemental agreement under Section 88 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 
(Central Act 59 of 1988), for the purpose of operation of stage carriages on certain new inter-state routes / for operation of additional services during Fairs and Festivals, summer season (April to June) every 
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year and during weekends (Friday to Monday) to cater the needs of the travelling public on certain existing Inter-State routes / increasing of trips / variation of existing routes on single point tax, 
enhancement of quota of goods carriages subject to counter-signature on bilateral tax basis and motor cabs on single point tax basis with the terms and conditions of the principal and the subsequent 
supplemental agreements. 

NOW, TFIEREFORE, the draft of the proposal to enter into Sixth Supplemental Inter-state reciprocal Transport agreement between the States of Karnataka and Goa is hereby published as 
required by sub-section (5) of Section 88 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (Central Act, 59 of 1988) for the information of all persons, to make representations / suggestions if any to the Additional Chief 
Secretary to Government, Transport Department, III Gate, M S Building, Dr. Ambedkar Veedhi, Bangalore-560001 within 30 days from the date of publications of this notification in the official gazette. 

SIXTH SUPPLEMENTAL INTERSTATE AGREEMENT 

This draft Supplemental Reciprocal Transport Agreement is made between the Governor of Karnataka (thereinafter referred to as “Government of Karnataka” which expression shall unless it be 
repugnant to the context or meaning thereof, be deemed to mean and include its successors in office and assigns) represented by the Additional Chief Secretary, Transport Department, Government of 
Karnataka on the one part and the Governor of Goa (thereinafter referred to as “Government of Goa” which expression shall unless it be repugnant to the context or meaning thereof, be deemed to mean 
and include its successors in office and assigns) represented by the Principal Secretary, Transport Department, Government of Goa on the other part subject to the other conditions already included in the 
previous agreements. 

1. Stage Carriages. 

a. The Stage Carriage services on the Inter-state routes as shown in Schedule-1 shall be exclusively operated by the State Transport Undertakings of Karnataka viz., KSRTC, NWKRTC and NEKRTC 
in the State of Goa 

b. The Stage Carriage services on the Inter-state routes as shown in Schedule-ll shall be exclusively operated by the State Transport Undertaking of Goa in the State of Karnataka 

c. Variation/modification/deletion of the existing routes operated by State Transport Undertakings of Karnataka shown in Column 2 of Schedule-Ill shall be varied/deleted as noted in Column 10 to 16 
against each route 

d. Details of additional services to be operated by the State Transport Undertakings of both the States in connection with the fairs and festival seasons shall be as shown in Schedule-IV in addition to 
the existing provisions. 

e. Additional services to be operated by the State Transport Undertakings of both the States during summer season (April to June) every year shall be as shown in Schedule-V in addition to the 
existing provisions. 

f. The State Transport Undertakings of both the States would operate services during weekends (Friday to Monday) every weekend to cater to the needs of the traveling public on the routes as shown 
in Schedule-VI. 

2. Enhancing quota for goods carriages 

Subject to the conditions of the Principal and the subsequent supplemental agreements the quota of Goods Carriages shall be enhanced by another 1000 to each states so as to fix the 
maximum quota of 3500 to both the states. 

3. Enhancing the quota of Motor Cabs 

The quota of motor cabs shall be enhanced by another 100 for each state so as to fix the maximum quota of 300 to both the states to be operated on single point tax basis. 

4. General: 

a. The Karnataka State Road Transport Corporation, Bangalore and Kadamba Transport Corporation, Panaji, will be the coordinators for the STUs of Karnataka and Goa, respectively, with regard to 
the Inter-state operations and related matters between the States of Karnataka and Goa. 

b. In the event, more number of buses are to be operated exceeding the provisions for fairs and festivals/peak season, etc and/or for any other occasions like Ganesh Chaturthi, Independence day, 
Christmas, New year, Carnival at Goa, St. Francis Xavier feast, Mahamastakabhisheka, Kumbhamela, Religious gatherings, various festivals and sports meets etc., the STUs of both the States 
may be permitted to operate additional services on mutual Agreement on single point tax basis. The details of routes, number of round trips, number of buses to be operated and the duration of 
operation may be decided by the STUs of both States. The additional sen/ices may be operated after obtaining temporary permits from the concerned Transport Authorities of the Flome State. 
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c. The replacement of a vehicle by another vehicle may be noted in the counter-signature slip by the Home State Authorities and intimation sent to the State Transport Authority of the reciprocating 

state mentioning the registration mark and seating capacity of the vehicles only in case of breakdowns, by way of accidents, replacement of old vehicle by new vehicle and scrapping. 

d. In case, any violation under the Motor Vehicles Act only is observed by the Transport Authorities of the neighboring State in respect of the buses operated by the STUs of both the States, the 

Checking Authorities shall issue a check report for the violations and allow the buses to continue operation without detaining them in view of M.V. Tax exemption. The STUs upon receipt of such 

Check report shall take action to comply with the check report as per the provisions of law. 

e. The State Transport Authority of the Home State shall be competent to extend the validity of stage carriage permits granted by it to the STUs for the portion of the Inter-state route lying in the 
reciprocating State under intimation to the State Transport Authority of the reciprocating State and such extension shall for all purposes be deemed to be the counter-signature granted by the 
State Transport Authority of the reciprocating State. The State Transport Authority of the reciprocating State, shall, however, in respect of such extension be competent to take action relating 
to its revocation and suspension as it would have been competent to take, had a counter-signature been actually granted by it but for the provisions herein stated. 

f. Grant of temporary permits to the STUs by the State Transport Authority (STA) of the Home State for operation of services during various fairs and festival, peak season (summer special), 
weekends as indicated in various Inter-state Reciprocal Transport Agreements between the States of Karnataka and Goa and for the routes decided mutually by the STUs on special occasions 
may be considered as deemed counter-signature of the STA of the neighboring State and such permits will be valid for operation on the portion of the Inter-state route lying in the reciprocating 
State. 

g. The vehicles of the State Transport Undertakings of each state covered by permits as per the terms of this agreement would be on single point tax basis.
